This Sorcereſs bad Poiſon'd all thoſe that 
I have mention'd without the leaſt ſuſpition 
of it. When ſhe compos'd her Medicines, 
me at firſt made them ſo ſtrong, that they 
would: perform their intent the moment 
that they were taken; but by the means of 
a Corrective which ſhe mingled with it, ſhe 
could relent their Operations according as 
| ſhe pleasd. Be it as it will, the young 
Man who had heard that Diane's Marriage 
was delayd upon Gendron's abſence, and

a Hundred Thouſand Crowns, with which 


he very willingly preſented me, as well as 


with ſome Jewels, by the conſent of the 


Fathers, who, pleas'd with my Genero- 


ſity, applauded him for giving his Eſteem 


to a Perſon who appear'd ſo worthy of it by 
Her neglecting her own Intereſt. They all 


three deſir'd me to go along with them to 
thoſe Places of Italy where the Bills were 
drawn, that there might be no difficulty in 
the payment. I know that according to 


general Cuſtome, it would have heen ſuf- 
ficient for me to have endors'd em; but 


ſince I was under the power of a Husband, 
that my Name was known at Venice, and 


my Perſon at Genoua, they approv'd of- this 


more for their Security: I therefore made 


this Voyage with them, after 1 had diſ- 


charg'd the greateſt part of my Retinue, 
which I rewarded according to my ability.

a Roman Lady who beg'd it of me by the 
Cardinal Maldachini; we made our Voyage 


in Mr. 4” Aillys Veſſel, which he was not to 
deliver to the Chevalier til after we ar- 
riv d at Mar feiltes, 


We put in at Leghorn where we had no 
buſineſs, but being drove there by a Tem- 
peſt, we ſtaid Ten Days in expeQation of 


a fair Wind for Genoua; when we were 
arriv'd there; all thoſe who had heard of 


my Hiſtory came to ſee me, and were ne- 
ver tird with asking me every particular 
Circumſtance; when we had ended our 
Affairs here we went to Venice: Here it 


was that I took my laſt farewel of Gendron, 


but not without ſhedding a flood of Tears; 
this Adieu ſeem'd only Melancholy on my 
part, for, ſeeing that 1 was extreamly 


concern'd, apprehenſive of becoming fo 


himſelf, he left me of a ſudden: He told 
me he was a Man, and being diſtruſtful of 
his power over himfelf, he thought the 
ſureſt way to avoid the weakneſs would be 
a precipitate flight.

the next Day,  arriv'd at laſt at Marſcilſes 
with my Hundred Thouſand Crowns in 
Bills of Exchange upon Lions and Paris:

It was I parted with Saſanna and her Family, 
her Husband ſtill aſſuring me that he was

I flatter d my ſelf, before I arriv'd at 
Marſeilles, that I ſhould meet with Madam 
and Monfieur Bouche e in Provence, who h:d 


receiv'd me fo well when 1 paſs'd that w ay * 


before; but the King had given him an 
intendancy in another Place, ſo that I was 


depriv'd of that Happineſs. The Conſul 
furniſh'd me with Litters which carried me 


and my Company to Lions; I put a part of 
my Money there into the Bank to ſettle my 
Revenue, 19id the ſame likewiſe at Paris 
I plac'd a conſiderable Sum with the Incura- 
bles; and having kept the remainder to 


ſupply my urgent Occaſions, I put my ſelf 
into a Conditica to require of my Hus- 


band, when he ſhould return from Germany 
where he now was, the Riches and Eſtate 


that juſtly belong'd to me. 1 need not 
tell you that I was very well receiv'd by 


| my Relations, and that they took a par- 
| Ticular pleaſure to hear me tell at length 
my Adventures, of which J had given 'em 


but a little sketch in my Letters: In the 


mean time, the King hearing I was at Paris, 
commanded me to come to him at St. Ger- 
grains, I had the Honour to kiſs his Hands, 


and 
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and to give him the ſame relation as I had 
gone to my Parents. I demanded of him 
Noe from my Husband, and he promis'd 
ſhould intirely have it. 
Mr. de Frene was then at Cologn, from 
whence he pretended, to go into Holland, 
but receiving no News from Paris; whe- 
ther the King had Commanded that thoſe 
Letters which were directed for him ſhould 
be ſtop'd at the Poſt- houſe, that he might 
not be inform'd of my return, or that this 
might happen upon ſome account I know 
not, he thought fit toſhorten his Voyage. How+ 
ever going from Cologn 1 know not where, 
he came into France, where Orders had 
been left with all the Governours of the 
Frontier Towns to ſtop him. Monſieur 
de Bar Governour of Amiens was never- 
theleſs the firſt that ſtop'd him, tho' he had 
paſs'd through other Places, where perhaps - 
he had not told his Name, and therefore 
might not be known; but as the Order 
run that his Arreſt ſhould be rather in or- 
der to bring him to Court to give an ac- 
count of his Voyage into Germany, than 
to Impriſen him, Mr. de Bar brought him 
himſelf in his own Coach to St. Cer mains:

| he went tato Ge nan to alleviate his ſor- 
row: And when he had thus entertain'd 
the King with a Thouſand Lies, not able

| him to the Baſile... He was cloſe confin'd, 
as the moſt of thoſe are who have the mis- 
fortune to be put into that Priſon: Let 
when the King had the goodneſs to Order 


his Releaſement, he had the boldneſs to 


come immediately to Court to complain to 
his Majcſty of the treatment he had met 


with there. He had been uſed, he faid, like 
the greateſt Villain, and had he been Guilty 
of High Treaſon the Governour of the Ca- 
file could not have given him worſe uſage.
